State Highway Director Penry T. Ford disclosed agreement 
now has been reached but declined to reveal the place self'ded 
pending anticipated administration approval of Ohio's tentative 
plans. 


The Ohio segment of the system will aggregate 
1,1 SR miles, 
with two East-West and two North-South routes 
crossing 
the 
state. 
The routes will pass through or skirt all major cities ex­ 
cept Akron and Youngstown. 
The Kast-West route from Pittsburgh will pass between Akron 
and Youngstown to reach Cleveland, swing south of F.lyria but hit 
Fremont and T o le d o and extend west. 
The other, also from Pittsburgh, will enter Ohio

K. C. Adams, spokesman for the 
United Mine Workers, said “obvi­ 
ously the government has failed to 
settle the matter,” and added that 
“obviously the action is taken in 
the public interest.” 
Government conciliation efforts 
under guidance of Secretary of 
Labor 
Schwellenbach 
collapsed 
Monday night after eight days of 
fruitless conferences aimed at set­ 
tling the strikes. 
The widespread soft coal strikes 
were responsible for idleness of 
miners from more than 1,000 pits 
in six states. Others forced to the 
strike lines were from steel mills 
and other industries, whose oper­ 
ations have been sharply reduced 
by shortage of fuel. 
Other front-ranking labor con­ 
troversies of the more than 135 
separate disputes across the coun­ 
try were the longshoremen’s strike 
at New York’s harbor; the pro­ 
longed controversy in Hollywood 
movie studios, and the walkout of 
some 61,000 AFL lumber workers 
in the Pacific Northwest. 
In the Pittsburgh and Chicago 
steel mill centers, operations were 
the lowest in several years. C ar- 
negie-Ulinois 
Steel 
Corporation 
has furloughed thousands of w ork­ 
ers and a spokesman 
said 
that 
unless the coal supply is increased 
soon at least 25,000 of the com­ 
pany’s 36,000 employes in the Chi­ 
cago and Gary, Ind., districts will 
be laid off. Most steel mills re­ 
ported similar conditions. 
The magazine Iron Age esti­ 
mated the steel industry would 
lose more than 
300,000

of 
steel ingots this week because of 
the enforced shutdowns. 
There appeared no indications 
of an immediate ending of the 17- 
day-old strike of AFL longshore­ 
men at New York harbor as strife 
within the union flared, with CIO 
unionists involved.

o ther fro m Jav a at the time, it is

be justified on price groun ds, an d 
n ow is fomen tin g for foremen in 
whom he was n ever before in ter­ 
ested. 
Thus labor has 
dropped the 
appeal to the public for justice, 
the popular appeal which made 
the un ion s what they are today . 
It n o lon ger takes the public in to 
its con fiden ce 
by 
an n oun cin g 
what it wan ts in man y in stan ces 
In other cases, it assumes an un ­ 
equivocal 
public-be-damn ed pol­ 
icy (New York elevator strike.) 
A patchwork han dlin g of this 
con dition can on ly lead to great­ 
er success for the 
un ion s alon g 
their presen t lin e. There must al­ 


way s n ecessarily be mo re 
and 
more strikes, mo re and mo re wag e 
in creases for an y reaso ns, higher 
an d higher prices. The situatio n 
thus will n ever get settled. On 
this curren t line it can nev er be 
stabilized 
, 
Mr. Truman n o doubt thin ks he 
is play in g good 
politics, as Mr. 
Roosevelt did 
with 
the 
same 
methods, but I do n ot thin k so. 
Mr Roosevelt could get away with 
it econ omically because the situ­ 
ation was on ly startin g then . 
Now it has reached 
a zen ith 
which mean s the un ion s have 
more con trol over econ omic pol­ 
icy of the n ation than the gov­ 
ern men t. They 
can force 
the

Mr. Truman ’s own policy . To de­ 
liver his con trols to the pressures 
of un ion political action can have 
but on e result—defeat of his eco­

himself 
If the un ion s 
con tin ue without 
respon sibility to the 
n ation hut 
on ly 
to their 
own causes, 
they 
must in evitably force in flation to 
its upper limits an d bey on d in to 
econ omic collapse an d fin ally in to 
socialism, of either 
the Russian , 
German or possibly (but n ot prob­ 
ably ) of the proposed American 
ty pe. 
In flation 
mean s 
ban kruptcy 
an d the world kn ows n o an swer 
to that except arbitrary socialism 
a dictatorship 
which requires 
men to do the will of a sin gle­ 
headed state. 
Such even ts would hardly brin g 
Mr. Truman an y political success, 
or the un ion s in the lon g run , as 
the army would n o doubt operate 
our dictatorship. 
Yet there 
are 
visible 
steps 
which could he taken to deal with 
the fun damen tals. Econ omic di­ 
rectorship must be restored to 
govern men t, subject to appeals 
but un con trollable by pressures. 
An econ omic policy for the good 
of the people as a whole must be 
established bey on d reach of the 
un ion s. A basis of justice for all 
must be established in place of 
the Roosevelt policy of justice- 
for-the-un ion s-more-than - an y ­ 
on e-else.

Controlled Activity 
In Convalescence

SOM E fifty years asro the late 
eminent Doctor Silas WYir Mitch- 
(11 of I’hila«lelphia introduced a 
rest cure for the treatment of cer­ 
tain nervous disorder«, and this 
treatment hns influenced medical 
practice f«»r this entire period of 
time. Nowadays, army physicians 
have realised the importance of 
rapidly restoring sick and disabled 
men to duty and, following I)r. 
Mitchell’s idea, have developed 
programs which have revolution­ 
ized the use of physical and men­ 
tal rest. 
According to Doctor Frank H. 
Krusen of the Mayo Clinic, pro­ 
grams of physical and mental ac­ 
tivity tend to keep patients in a 
much mòre cheerful mental itate 
and, furthermore, tend to lessen 
the period of dise ase and the ten­ 
dency to recurrence of the disease. 


Convalescence Reduced 


Some reports from Air Forces 
hospitals showed that the period 
of convalescence in certain acute 
catching diseases has been re­ 
duced from 80 to 40 piT cent by 
these prnhrams. One hospital re­ 
ported a rAfiution from Í8 to 11 
•lays of hospitalization, for pa­ 
tients with measles, and a drop 
from 80 to 23 days for patients 
with scarlet fever. 
A study of more than 000 pa­ 
tient« with a certain type of pneu­ 
monía showed that one group con­ 
valescing in the ordinary manner 
with continued ri t averaged 45 
days in the ho pilal, while for 
those given the mental and physi­ 
cal activity the period wa;, reduced 
to 31 days. There was a recurrence 
of the condition in 80 per cent of 
the patients who were treated with 


rest, and in only 3 per cent of the 
patients who were kept active. 


According to 
Doctor Krusen, 
there are hut few patients who 
die of heart fa ilu re alone, without 
complications. The three great 
causes of death among patients 
who also have heart failure are 
the form ation of a blood clot in the 
lungs, pneumonia, and a kidney 
disturbance 
called 
uremia. 
He 
thinks that these conditions are 
more likely to develop under a 
state of complete rest and might be 
prevented by mild muscular activ­ 
ity. 
It would appear, then, that ex* 
cessi /e rest m ay be almost as 
harm ful as too much activity. It 
is the middle ground that must be 
considered. Each patient is care­ 
fu lly studied by the doctor and the 
amount of effort he is allowed to 
exert during his period of con­ 
valescence is determined by his 
condition. 
Patients who have had an opera­ 
tion cannot be told to go home and 
return to work when they feel 
“ strong 
enough.” 
Rather, they 
must be observed throughout the 
period of recovery, and their ac­ 
tivities controlled to bring about 
complete recovery as quickly as 
possible.

A. W.: Could a cataract be 
caused by an in ju ry or the physical 
condition of the individual? Does 
it come on suddenly or just grad­ 
ually? 
Answer: Injuries may produce 
cataracts. There are certain gen­ 
eral disorders such as diabetes 
which may be accompanied by cat­ 
aracts.

tour. He did not succeed 
until 
1931. when Churchill, who 
suffered losses in the 1929 stock 
m arket rrash, agreed to come to 
this country for 45 lectures for 
which he received $ 50.000 with 
all ex penses paid for himself, his 
wife and daughter. 
Shepherding Churchill and his 
family —making appointments, a t­ 
tending 
press 
conferences 
and 
protecting him from “overw helm ­ 
ing 
American 
hospitality "— for 
six months gave Alber 
an op­ 
portunity 
to 
know 
Churchill, 
whom he labelled “Britain’s man 
of destiny ." 
Outlining Churchill’s character­ 
istics. Alber 
said “There are no 
fuzzy edges in his character. He is 
brutally forthright and the most 
honest man I have ever known. 
He is impatient and at 72 he is 
still in a hurry , 
fortunately for 
Britain. He has a prodigious m em ­ 
ory . He has the faculty of gra>p- 
ing the salient point of a situa­ 
tion, deciding what to do about it 
and doing it quickly . He belongs 
to the breed of men who can be 
silenced but who cannot be kill­ 
ed."

broke down wras described by Al­ 
ber.

too, of the terrific 
impact 
of Churchill’s personality 
when the full force of it was di­ 
rected on one person and of his 
lack of fear when plots to assas­ 
sinate him were discovered. 
“Now that the war is won and 
peace is on the way to being or- 


comparable, 
the prodigious, the 
irresistible, the immortal C hurc­ 
hill.” Alber concluded.
